issed with silver or coin certificates. 
This sctlon of the Senate has upset 
dl the calculations of the politicians who 
ijad thought tha silver question nicely 
shelved until next winter. There is 
juut'h doubt about what the House will 
[ jo. If tb^ bill goes to the tail of 
the calendar and there awaits its 
liars it will not be heard of again before 
ihe middle of the next session, but It la 
Inedible for the Committee on Rules to 
jiva It an early chance, and Senators 
Stewart, Morgan, and others are urging 
| je silver men in the House to compel 
le Committee to do this by tying up the 
tproprlatton bills until It is done. The 
l^log-up process is a very easy matter 
sdef the present rules, but the anti’ 
men say that even if the Commit 
ie on Rules report a day aud a cloture 
ide they can defeat the bill by breaking 
i quorum, without which it cabnot be 
assed. Wheu this fight begios in the 
iouse there is no telling wb^re it will 
od, as both sides appear determined to 
esort to every possible parliamentary 
Inethod of blocking the other. The 
hauces, however, favor the final pas- 
[ssge of the bill. 

Ex-Speaker Reed, who Is generally 
supposed to find it difficult to decide 
whether he dislikes the Democratic or 
the Republican national ticket the most, 
-ays it looks to him as though the Re¬ 
publicans were trying to elect the Demo¬ 
cratic ticket, and the Democrats the 
'Republican ticket. Notwithstanding his 
opinion of the old party tickets there is 
•o probability that Mr. Reed will sup¬ 
port the People’s Party tieket, at least 
not this year; 1 ^ * 

it is seml-officlally stated that Presi¬ 
dent Harrison ha* decided that three of 
the five conferees on the part of the 
Lofted States at the International Mone¬ 
tary Conference shall be Republicans and 
two Democrats, and that the following 
gentlemen have been selected : Senator 
Allison, Senator Jones of Nevada, and 
H. W. Cannon of New York (Republicans), 
and Senator Carlisle and Qen. Francis 
A Walker of Massachusetts (Democrats). 
There is a possibility that Senator Car¬ 
lisle may not serve.and that either Sena¬ 
tor Daniel of Virginia or Judge Lambert 
Tree of Illinois may take bis place. If 
kthe first five act there will be only oae 
it and out free-colnage man—Jones; 
if Senator Daniel takes Carlisle's 
1 place there will he two. 

The House Post-office Committee has 
decided that there is no foundation for 
the charges made against Mr. Wanna- 
maker in connection with the erection 
of an experimental pneumatic tube to be 
used bj the Philadelphia Post-office and 
one of its branch offices. Mr. Wanna- 
maker s friends are much pleased at this 
action of the Committee, a majority of 
which are his political opponents. 

A second message has been sent to 
Congress by President Harrison asking 
lor authority to retaliate upon the own¬ 
ers of Canadian vessels. This indicates 
that Mr. Harrison wishes to hurry Con- 
Kr9sa in its action upon the joint reso¬ 
lution introduced by Senator Davis, 
which has already been favorably report¬ 
ed to the Senate. 

The figures have been footed up for 
the total, payments under the sugar 
bounty clause of the McKinley tariff law 
for one year ending June 90, ’9*2. The 
wbol© amount paid was $7,330,046, of 
which $7,065,2H4 was paid ou cane sugar, 
$210,098 on beet sugar, and $2,466 on 
Qiaple sugar.
